Hundreds were lined about the booths 
when darkness came last night and tho 
registration will continue until every 
one has been heard. 
The rush will not 
commence until July 29 aud then not 
one-fifth of the applicants will have 
been taken care of. 
The lottery scheme robbed the “open­ 
ing” of the picturesque run anc the ex­ 
citing times incident to the great open­ 
ing of the Cherokee -"trip IO ytiara ago. 
Compared with that event the affair to­ 
day was tame. 
Considering that there 
were perhaps 20,Ok) people in town, 
comparatively little disorder prevailed. 
Hundreds of people slept in the streets 
aud alleys to maintain their places in 
lines which began forming Tuesday at 
six registration booths. Tho crowd at 
each booth elected a captain and each 
woman in line was given a number 
which they pinned on their clothing. 
As the hour of 9 o’clock neared, men 
tried to push in and break the numeric­ 
al order of the lino organization. 
This 
instantly Mused bad blood and when 
word was passed down the line a little 
that the booth officials would not rec­ 
ognize the line organization but would 
register the first person who presented 
himself. 
Trouble was 
prevented by 
the early announcement that the lino 
organization woald be respected by tho 
government officials. Cheering and wav­ 
ing of hats greeted this word and from 
this time forth no trouble was apparent. 
Applicants were admitted to tho booths 
four at a time and the filing proceeded 
rapidly all day long. 
During Wednesday the heat became 
intense but no suffering was reported. 
Tho women were treated gallantly by 
the men in line who shield them from 
the sun’s rays with umbrellas aud gavo 
them water. 
The place named in the 
proclamation as Lawton is 25 miles west 
of here and similar scenes were wit­ 
nessed there. 
The iota! registration of homesteads 
at El Reno is 4018, 193 being women. 
Assistant Commissioner Richards has 
established a separate registration booth 
for women. 
Mr. Richards said he can 
register 8000 daily from now on, or as 
soon as the organization of his force is J 
perfected.
